Continuation of 3. NOTE: the proposed amendment substantially changes the scope of the claims, and would therefore require additional 
search and consideration, in addition to raising the possability that the propsed amendment may include new matter which may not be 
supported by the specification. These issues may be raised because the proposed amendments to claims 10 and 11 (previously 
dependant on claim 8) do not include every limitation of previous claim 8 (everything after "providing raw materials:" of previous claim 8 is 
not included in the proposed amendments to claims 10 and 11). This substantially changes the scope of the proposed claims with respect 
to the previously examined claims. 



Continuation of 13. Other: several other minor issues were noted with the proposed amendmed claims, including a lack of anticedent 
basis for "said organic additives" in claims 10 an 1 1, an unecessary occurance of the word "it" in claim 1 1 line 24, and a typo in claims 17 
and 18 where the word "form" is used where it should apparently read "from". 
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
